The spokesman said one of the terms of the agreement 
would stipulate that neither Mrs. Kennedy nor Sen. Ken- 
nedy approves or endorses the material in the book. The 
Kennedy family had. commissioned Manchester to write 
the book. 

Haiper & Row intends; to publish the book April 11. The 
Kennedy spokesman said lawyers for Mrs. Kennedy, Harper 
& Row and Manchester would meet this afternoon with 
Justice Saul Streit, who was to sign the consent decree.

t don’t object to the content of the letters,” the source said. 

f “In fact, they are friendly and kindly. But we insist that 
n the President should approve them before publication.”
